Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1934. 

There  has  been  no  unusually  high  incidence  of  any  of  the 
Infectious  Diseases  and  only  one  case  of  Diphtheria  has  proved 
fatal. 

The  Death-Rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  was  10.3,  com- 
pared with  11.2  in  1933;  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  in 
1934  being  11.8  per  1,000.  The  ages  at  death  are  shown  on 
page  /Z, 

The  Birth-rate  per  1,000  was  12.8  compared  with  12.4  per 
1,000  in  1933. 
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The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  25  per  1,000  births,  which  is 
hig-hly  satisfactory,  being  less  than  half  of  that  for  the  country 
as  a whole  (England  and  Wales),  and  30  per  1,000  less  than  the 
Borough  Rate  for  1933. 


It  is,  one  feels,  a matter  of  great  satisfaction  that  out  of  the 
Infant  Deaths  only  one  was  attributable  to  Measles,  and  that  there 
were  no  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  among  children  under  two  years 
of  age. 

Much  detailed  work  was  necessitated  by  the  Ministry’s  Five 
Year  Plan  for  the  abolition  of  decaying  property,  and  the  Ministry 
conducted  a Public  Enquiry  in  April  in  relation  to  the  Radnor 
Street  Area,  as  a result  of  which  the  Area  will  be  cleared  and  the 
fisher-folk  re-housed  on  the  cleared  site. 

The  remaining  items  of  the  Five  Year  Programme  will  be 
dealt  with  seriatim,  together  with  such  other  work  as  may  be 
discovered  within  the  extended  Borough.  Thus  a good  start  has 
been  made  under  the  Housing  Act  (1930).  Further  reference  to 
Housing  will  be  found  on  page  , 

I would  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  consideration  and  support,  and  acknowledge 
again  my  indebtedness  to  the  whole  of  the  Public  Health  Staff 
for  their  devotion  to  work,  and  loyalty.

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

This  is  established  at  the  Public  Health  Department  at  Foord 
Road.  The  three  Health  Visitors,  Mrs.  Sievwright  and  the  Misses 
Collier  and  Harris  attend  daily  to  give  advice.  This  Clinic  is 
held  on  two  afternoons  in  the  week,  Monday  and  Thursday.  The 
Ante-natal  Clinic  is  held  on  Friday  afternoon.  The  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  is  in  attendance  at  all  Clinics. 

Since  the  1st  April,  on  the  taking  over  of  the  new  boundary, 
a Clinic  has  been  held  at  Cheriton  on  Wednesday  afternoons.

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3.  (i)  Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services. 

The  supervision  of  Midwives  is  under  the  control  of  the 
Kent  County  Council. 

The  number  of  midwives  practising  in  the  area  is  nine. 
MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

All  cases  of  maternal  death  in  childbirth  and  cases  of  puer- 
peral fever  and  puerperal  pyrexia  have  been  the  subject  of  in- 
vestigation in  accordance  with  the  Ministry’s  requirements. 
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In  order  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  the  above  scheme 
your  Council,  throug'h  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre, 
are  amply  provided  with  the  necessary  information.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  is  the  appointed  investigator,  assisted  by  the 
staff  of  Health  Visitors.  Hitherto  I have  always  inquired  into 
Maternal  as  well  as  Infant  Deaths  and  have  worked  in  accord 
with  the  private  practitioners. 


(ii)  Institutional  Provision  tor  Unmarried  IVlothers,  Illegitimate 
infants,  and  Homeless  Children. 

No  provision  is  made  here  ; but  such  cases  as  occur  are  sent 
to  the  Infirmary  at  the  Elham  Board  of  Guardians,  Hill  House 
Etching  Hill,  through  the  instrumentality  of  St.  Agnes’  Rescue 
Home. 


(iii)  Health  Visitation. 

This  is  carried  out  thoroughly  and  effectively  by  the  Chief 
Nurse,  Nurse  Sievwright,  and  her  assistants.  Nurses  Collier  and 
Harris 

Mrs.  Sievwright  and  her  assistants  have  an  intimate  and 
first-hand  knowledge  of  the  home  conditions  of  all  who  attend 
at  the  Centre,  a knowledge  which  is  of  untold  value,  linking  up, 
as  it  does,  the  work  of  the  Centre  with  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Service. 


(iv)  Infant  Life  Protection. 

CHILDREN  ACT,  1908,  AND  CHILDREN  AND  YOUNG 

PERSONS  ACT,  1932. 

The  functions  of  this  service  are  now  in  a very  satisfactory 
state.  A roster  containing  particulars  of  all  children  is  kept  in 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre.  Close  supervision  is 
being  continuously  exercised,  the  foster-parents  being  visited  at 
irregular  intervals.  Any  cases  of  neglect  are  promptly  deah 
with  and  necessary  warnings  given  when  required.  I am  happy 
to  be  able  to  state  that  the  various  notices  are  being  sent  in 
correctly  and  to  time,  and  the  whole  system  would  appear  to  be 
working  smoothly  and  well. 
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(v)  Orthopaedic  Treatment.

The  total  number  of  Maternity  and  other  Nursing  Homes 
registered  in  the  Borough  at  present  is  twelve,  and  constant  super- 
vision is  carried  out  by  means  of  “ surprise  visits  ” by  the  .Senior 
Health  Visitor  and  by  myself. 


The  homes  generally  are  well  conducted  and  efficient. 
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I.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

(i)  Water. 

The  Waterworks  Company’s  supply  is  under  the  supervision 
of  a very  energetic  Engineer,  who  employs  a well-known  firm  of 
Bacteriologists  for  the  regular  bacteriological  analysis  of  samples. 
In  addition  to  this,  samples  from  specially  provided  and  protected 
taps  in  different  parts  of  the  Borough  are  taken  frequently  for 
analysis  by  Dr.  Constant  Fonder  at  the  County  Council  Labora- 
tory, Maidstone. 


The  supply  continues  to  be  ample  for  the  needs  of  the 
Borough  and,  in  spite  of  a severe  drought  which  caused  serious 
difficulties  in  many  parts  of  the  country,  there  has  been  no  short- 
age and  no  curtailment  of  supply. 


The  quality  is  also  satisfactory,  and  much  has  been  done  and 
is  being  done  by  the  Folkestone  Waterworks  Company  to  main- 
tain both  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  supply. 


Every  attention  is  being  given  to  public  safety,  immediate 
and  future,  by  analysis,  suitable  chlorination  and  protection  of 
reservoirs. 


I have  had  a considerable  number  of  analyses  made  and 
copies  of  those  made  by  the  Company’s  consulting  bacteriologist 
are  sent  to  me  for  inspection.

4.  Schools. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  Sanitary  condition  and 
water  supply  of  the  Schools,  and  in  the  action  taken  in  relation 
to  infectious  diseases  (given  fully  in  my  past  reports) . During 
the  past  years  these  arrangements  have  been  in  every  way 
satisfactory  and  efficacious. 

Swimming  Baths. 

The  local  public  swimming  baths  are  under  new  management, 
and  both  the  large  and  small  baths  and  the  building  generally 
have  been  thoroughly  cleaned  and  renovated.  There  is  now  a 
continuous  flow  of  sea  water  at  the  rate  of  1,080  gallons  an  hour, 
which  must  have  a beneficial  effect. 

In  spite  of  these  changes  there  is  still  need  and  demand  for 
additional  swimming  facilities  in  the  form  of  an  Open-air  Swim- 
ming Pool,  as  the  Borough  contains  so  many  schools,  private  and 
State,  with  children  of  all  ages  taking  lessons.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  immediate  consideration  will  be  given  to  this  question.

HOUSING. 

These  details  are  given  on  page  40  and  onwards. 

The  year’s  main  feature  of  interest  from  the  Public  Health 
point  of  view  has  been  the  Enquiry  held  by  the  Ministry  oi 
Health’s  representative  into  the  question  of  the  proposed  Radnor 
Street  Clearance  Area,  the  largest  and  most  difficult  portion  of 
the  Five-year  Programme  under  the  1930  Act.  The  Enquiry 
occupied  several  days  of  concentrated  discussion  from  April  lOtli 
onwards. 

There  are  certain  facts  which  make  the  Area  a particularly 
difficult  Area  with  which  to  deal. 

First,  it  consists  of  heterogeneous  property,  the  bulk  of 
which  is  comprised  of  18th  century  dwellings,  in  which  appear, 
after  a disorderly  fashion,  old,  timbered  stores,  and  four  more 
recently  constructed  public-houses.  In  close  proximity  to  this 
heterogeneous  mass  are  a steep  hill-side  to  the  north  and,  to 
the  south,  the  fish-market  and  its  traffic.

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To  demolish  is  not  difficult,  but  the  problem  is  to  retain  and 
foster  the  struggling  industry  of  fishing,  and  to  re-house  the  40 
families  engaged  in  that  industry. 

The  crux  of  the  problem  is  in  the  smallness  of  the  available 
space,  less  than  one  acre. 

As  a result  of  the  Enquiry  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that 
all  the  68  dwelling-houses  represented  by  me  as  insanitary  and 
unfit  for  human  habitation  were  confirmed  by  the  Minister. 

No.  3 Order,  a small  Order  comprising  only  9 properties,  of 
which  only  one  was  a dwelling-house,  was  not  confirmed,  by 
reason  of  a merely  technical  difficulty. 

A scheme  to  re-house  39  fishing-families  on  the  site  has 
been  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Council  and  the  Ministry. 


EXTENSION  OF  BOROUGH  BOUNDARY. 

The  extension,  which  involves  an  increase  of  approximately 
13,000  inhabitants  on  the  previous  population,  and  a very  con- 
siderable increase  of  acreage  (1,469)  has  naturally  added  a good 
deal  to  the  Public  Health  work  of  the  Borough. 

I'he  addition  of  two  more  schools.  All  Souls’,  Cheriton,  and 
Horn  Street,  with  approximately  another  600  school  children, 
has  increased  the  number  of  children  for  whom  medical  inspection, 
supervision,  and  treatment  will  be  required. 

At  Cheriton,  a small  temporary  clinic  has  been  opened  at 
which  a school  nurse  may  carry  out  twice  a week  the  treatment 
of  minor  ailments. 

The  inclusion  of  Cheriton  will  not  necessitate  extensive  work 
under  the  Housing  Act,  the  area  being  of  fairly  recent  growth, 
but  Sandgate  has  a greater  amount  of  dilapidated  property, 
which  will  require  more  drastic  measures  to  remedy. 

This  district  (Sandgate)  has  a supply  of  pure  water  delivered 
from  springs  in  the  “ Lower  Greensand  ” by  gravity,  with  a 
satisfactory  pumping-station  and  cement  covered  reservoirs. 
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The  present  yield  is  approximately  55,000  gallons  per  diem. 

The  extended  work  of  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  has 
been  provided  for  by  the  acquisition  of  much  more  suitable  and 
better  equipped  premises  than  those  previously  in  use.  The 
premises  provide  good,  well-sized  waiting-room,  weighing-room 
doctor’s  room,  playground  and  covered  pram  shed  in  what  used 
to  be  the  Cheriton  Council  Offices.

The  Common  Lodging  Houses,  numbering  three,  are  con- 
trolled by  By-Laws.  By-Laws  are  still  needed  for  Houses  let 
in  lodgings,  vans,  tents,  etc.,  and  Olf'ensive  Trades  such  as 
Rag  and  Bone  Merchants,  Fried  Fish  Shops,  etc.

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SECTION  F.— INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  methods  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  infectious 
diseases,  which  are  fully  described  in  my  past  annual  reports, 
have  been  carried  on  continuously  and  successfully,  without 
change,  during  the  past  year. 


Encephalitis  Lethargica. 

One  case  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  occurred  in  a girl, 
aged  18,  who  had  been  overworked  and  not  in  good  health  for 
manv  months  before  the  disease  appeared.  The  onset  of  the 
svmptoms  of  serious  illness  came  on  suddenly  with  alternating 
stupor  and  mental  confusions.  There  was  slight  contraction 
of  the  pupils  with  lack  of  response  to  light-stimulus,  and  the 
facies  showed  rather  an  ashen  pallor. 

The  illness  only  lasted  ten  days. 

There  had  been  one  other  case  recorded  in  the  family  some 
years  previously. 


Diphtheria,  and  Diphtheria  immunisation. 

An  interesting  failure  to  protect  on  the  part  of  “ active- 
immunisation  ” has  been  investigated  in  conjunction  with  the 
bacteriologist  who  was  responsible  for  the  immunisation. 

The  subject  has  been  “ written  up  ” for  publication  and 
raises  interesting  problems  concerning  active-immunity,  the 
varying  nature  of  organisms,  and  the  slightly  known  nature  of 
toxin  and  antitoxin. 

I think  it  is  time  we  reviewed  the  facts  in  favour  of  the 
present  urge  for  active  immunisation  against  this  disease.  Harm 
is  done  to  the  profession,  and  possibly  to  the  community,  by  a 
thrustful  advocacy  of  experimental  preventive  measures  which 
become  the  predigested  food  of  a Press  and  populace  unfitted 
to  distinguish  the  truth  or  otherwise  of  their  value. 

On  the  surface  it  seems  unlikely  that  a measure  so  per- 
petually expensive  in  time,  labour  and  money  should  yield 
satisfaction  ; the  great  and  lasting  in  science  as  in  the  arts  would 
seem  to  bear  the  hall-mark  of  simplicity. 
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Owing"  to  the  urg;e  from  central  authority,  I obtained  oflficial 
sanction  for  an  “ active-immunisation  ” campaign  in  1929,  but 
owing  to  lack  of  the  necessary  staff  I abandoned  the  idea,  and, 

as  subsequent  events  proved,  the  abandonment  was  fortunate 

for  me. 

The  active-immunisation  of  two  groups  of  children,  one,  a 
visiting  group  of  campers  and  another  in  a local  institution,  would 
have  made  my  advocacy  difficult  to  justify. 

Both  these  groups,  some  months  after  immunisation  should 
have  been  effective,  developed  clinical  Diphtheria  with  organisms 
of  a virulent  type,  typical  myocardial  weakness,  etc. 

With  the  exception  of  a few  towns  or  cities.  Diphtheria  would 
appear  not  to  be  of  so  toxic  a variety  as  it  used  to  be,  the 

laryngeal  form  being  very  rare  in  these  parts. 

Where  the  illness  is  severe,  may  it  not  be  that  immunisation 
has  altered  the  character  or  toxicity  of  the  organism  in  those 
immunised  to  the  detriment  of  the  susceptible  It  is  dangerous 
to  drive  nature,  who  will  not  be  driven  for  long  with  resistance. 

It  is  safer  to  help  man  and  his  resistance  through  the 
healing  channels  of  work  and  food  and  recreation,  and  to  leave 
to  nature  an  immunisation  which  she  will  return,  perhaps  more 
slowly  than  we  wish,  but  more  efficiently  and  with  a more  true 
economy.

(a)  Shored  off  the  quay  at  the  ship’s  normal  place  of 
mooring,  discharge  or  loading. 

(b)  None  established,  owing  to  exposed  conditions  and 
consequent  difficulty,  if  not  impossibility,  of  boarding. 

(5)  Particulars  of  any  standing  exemptions  from  the  provisions 
of  Article  14.

V.  Measures  against  Rodents. 

(1)  Steps  taken  for  detection  of  Rodent  Plague; 

(a)  Vessels  are  inspected  on  arrival  and  the  Master 
interrogated  as  to  the  presence  or  otherwise  of  rats. 

(b)  Fhe  nature  of  the  cargoes  of  vessels  trading  at  this 
port  is  not  such  that  would  be  likely  to  attract  rats 
in  quantity,  there  being  no  grain  or  food  stuffs  of  that 
nature  discharged  here.
